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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant has amended the independent claims 106, 120, and 136 to overcome the prior 
art rejection of the previous office action. Claims 106, 110, 112-114, 120, 136, 141-145, 153, 
and 155 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest either in singularly or in combination 
the following limitations and other elements in the claims: 

References Leu et al. (US 6.605.549) and Kikuchi (US Pub. 2003/0102551) do not 
disclose: 

• A transistor in or on the silicon substrate. 

• A first contact pad over the silicon substrate, where the first contact pad has a top 
surface with a first region and second region, where the second region surrounds 
the first region. 

• A passivation layer over the metallization structure, over the dielectric layer and 
on the second region, where a first opening in the passivation layer is over the 
first region and exposes the first region, where the passivation layer comprises an 
oxide layer and a nitride layer over the oxide layer. 

• A polymer layer on the passivation layer. 
Reference Hyakutake (US 6,087,250) does not disclose: 
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• A first contact pad over the silicon substrate, where the first contact pad has a top 
surface with a first region and second region, where the second region surrounds 
the first region. 

• A passivation layer over the metallization structure, over the dielectric layer and 
on the second region, where a first opening in the passivation layer is over the 
first region and exposes the first region, where the passivation layer comprises an 
oxide layer and a nitride layer over the oxide layer. 

• A polymer layer on the passivation layer. 

Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 106, 110, 112-114, 120, 136, 141-145, 153, and 155 are allowed.
